other stars in the gracious galaxy of tho 
writers of tho present nud the preceding 
generation have all become known to the 
Gauls through the instrumentality of M. 
liuloz's review alone. Tho promise of his 
title although an ambitous one, has been 
very fairly fulfilled ; ho produced twice a 
month, during a long and busy lifetime; a 
ma«azine which was in the strictest sense a 
"review of two worlds." 
As he succeeded 


he 
became a 
terrible 
autocrat. 
He 


made 
every 
writer 
in 
Franco 
feel 


that it 
was an honor 
almost equiv- 


alent to 
that of decoration to be nc- 


. copied ns a 
contributor to the Keviie; 


and he established a rule that the first article 
accepted should never ho paid for—a prece- 
dent which.let mo hasten to assure magazmo 
editors in America, would not flourish m 
ortr climato. He placed the literary au- 
thority of the Eevuo almost beyond ques- 
tion; made it sought after by cultivated 
neraona in every country, nnd, what was 
still hotter from his point of view, he made 


Buloz was n poor Swiss boy who left his 


home in a hamlet near Geneva in tho early 
years of this century, nnd came up to Paris, 
where he speedily found employment na a 
proof-reader. 
As that did not pay very 


well, he made use of a knowledge of English 
which ho had acquired in odd hours, by 
translating some of the masterpieces of our 
literature. These .brought him into favornblo 
notice, and in 1831 ho founded the Revue 
He succeeded in summoning to his aid 
a 
very 
brilliant 
corps of writers, and 


threw himself into tho work of editing 
with 
that 
tremendous 
energy 
which 


characterized all his 
inovements. 
He 


worked 
sometimes 
eighteen 
honrs 


a day, receiving contributions, adjusting 
quarrels, reading mountains of proof-sheets, 
and performing Herculean labors in corres- 
pondence. 
After sixteen years of 
these 


colossal labors he saw success in his grasp. 
Ever since 1S4S the Hevuo has been a splen- 
did property, increasing in financial and 
literary value yearly; and iu 1870 the net 
profit from the publication was more than 
440,000 francs (§88,000)—a handsome sum 
in France. 


Tho Eevue in its first years was given up 


to criticism of art and poetry rather than 
to original literary productions; bat in time 
the great authors rallied to it. 
Hugo, Al- 


fred de Musset, Sninte-Beuve, Bnlznc, Do 
Vigny, llichelet, Taino, About, George 
Sand, have been numbered among its con- 
tributors at different periods for twenty 
years. 
Bnloz was not always good-natured; 


he was the traditional publisher who fancie 1 
that authors' skulls were made for literary 
purveyors to drink nectar out of, and he 
ground the f noes of the writing class when 
he could. 
He sometimes got the worst of 


it; h" went 
to 
law nnd had 
terri- 


ble -R—agios with Balzac, with George 
Sand, 
with 
Alphonso 
Karr, 
and 


Theophile Gautier. 
He enjoyed the pnrt 


of impressnrio; but he fnncied that any 
writer who had onoo had the honor of see- 
ing his name in the Eevue ought thence- 
forth forever to be Ihe obedient slave of 
Buloz. 
He enjoyed bringing authors out, 


but he wished to keep them in n cage in his 
office ever afterward. 
At one timo he 


joined to his duties as manager of the Eevno 
those of director of tho "Cornedie Fran- 
.•aise," nnd then he labored literally night 
and day. 
Ho was intractable in money 


matters. 
After George Sand had printed in 


his Kevv.e ten or a dozen romances, each of 
which had had startling success, she asked 
him to increase the compensation from one 
hundred nnd fifty to two hundred francs 
per page. He flew into a rage at once. 
"Hadamo," he said, "ray EBVUO affords 
honor 
as 
well 
as 
money." 
This 


was equivalent to a refusal. 
George Sand 


grew angry in turn, and went away and 
founded a rival review, called tho Independ- 
ent, which lived n number of years. 
But 


sho eamo back to II. Buloz, and made him 
pay handsomely for her stories in later 
years, when her reputation was so great 
that ho could not do without her. 
One day, 


many years ago, Buloz came hastening to 
her with a proposition that sho should write 
him one of those philosophical and er 
[uisitely natural studies of tho woods and 
ilelds for which she had 
k become famous, 


"something," as he expressed it, "full of 
woods and meadows and daisies." "What 
gives yon such nn appetite for nature to- 
day, Master Buloz'[" 
queried 
Madame 


Sand. "Well, for some months tho critics 
have 
been 
finding 
tho 
same 
fault 


with my 
Eevue 
that 
Bosa 
Bonheur 


finds 
wilh 
Salvntor's 
landscapes-that 


it 
lacks 
air; 
nnd I wish 
to pre- 


vent thea from criticising any further," 
was the answer. 
He had a horror of heavy 


numbers, and on one occasion made great 
efforts to get Eachel, the actress, to write 
for the Revue, hoping thereby to introduce 
a new clement of intellect. 
Although ho 


was hard and unyielding in hia dealings with 
prosperous and successful authnrs, he was 
sometimes very kind to poor and forlorn 
ones. 
He 
supported poor old Preston 


Planche in a private hospital until death 
took away that kindly and eccentric old 
man. 
Planche 
wne often entertained at 


Buloz's table, and it is said that on one 
occasion the publisher, enraged because the 
negligent 
Planche always appeared with 


frightfully dirty bandit, coolly gave him n 
bath ticket, Baling, "Come, old fellow, it 13 
half past sis; dinner will be served nt seven. 
You will have lime; just go and elenn up." 
Plnucho went, nnd came back, his hnnds 
dirtier than over. "Horrors," snid Buloz, 
"you 
are not clean yet!" "Well," said 


Plancho, looking ruefully at hia hands, "I 
couldn't put those in tho water, because, 
you see, I was reading while I was in tho 
bath."
